PRESENTED TALKING POINTS CONTAINED REE A. EOLLOWING 
AMBASSADOR LEPRETTS'S EXPRESSION OE HOPE THAT COUNCIL 
WOULD SOON MEET EORMALLY TO DISCUSS NAMIBIA, INDIAN 
AMBASSADOR JAIPAL (AS PRE-ARRANGED BY AMBASSADOR MCHENRY) 
EXPRESSED HIS PERSONAL RELIEF THAT THE SECURITY COUNCIL
